The Chinese Tribunal of History. — 

Among the niuny curious instituiion^s of 
Cliiiia is one but little known, ttie Tribunal 
of HLstory. The historians composing the 
(ribiiiial are of two classes : — One chargetl 
to write an account of what takes place out 
of the Imperial palace, that is, of affairs in 
general ; and the other of what takes place 
in the palace, that isj of the sayings and do- 
ings (if the Kniperor, his ministers, and great 
ollicers. Eacii of the members of the trihn- 
Hill writes down all tliat he learjis, siu'iis it, 
aiKl without conimunieatiii^ the ilociirnent 
to liis colleaynes, tlirow.s it into a larj^e l)o.\ 
placed in the centre of the oouncil-roorn. 
The fo lowing ciroumstahce wiji show the 
spirit by which Ihe tribunal is animated. A 
;:eneriil of the name of Tsnii-i-chongo-'used 

for h:iviii>i personallv insulted hfm. The 
■Iribunalof History iuul an account of the 
event drawn up, ami placed it in the ar- 
chives. The general havin;,' been miormeil 
of wiial had taken place, dismissed the pre- 
sident, suppressed the narrative, and apj.oint- 
0(1 another |)re-ident. The la'ter, however, 
was no -sooner in oliice than he had a new 
account of the aliair prepared. But the gen- 
eral, indignant at this act of boldness, dis- 
solved the tribunal, and caused all Ilie mem- 
bers compo.-.in« it to be put to death, 
luimediaiely, however, the whole Lrapire 
wa< so ta speak, inundated with documents 
reiMe-ieiilin^ the conduct of the general in 
the blackest colours; and tearing an iiiMir- 
rection, he re-established the tribunal. In 
the annals of the dynasty of the TaiiL-s, a 
not less curious incident is related, la-i- 
souL' Kmperor. one day suiMnoned the pre- 
.sident of the Tribunal of History before him, 
and directed him not to record anyllung^ 
cept that which should be to Ins honor ; 
the president would not give any such pio- 
mistj "What!" said the sovereign, "you 
owe ine all that vou arc, and you are attach- 
ed lu me, and yet you will make known to 
nosterity the luulls 1 may commit !" '' It is 
not in my |m>ver to hide them,'- iepli.;.l the 
other. '■ It will be painful to me to record 
them, but 1 must do so; nay, such is the 
duly which my place imposes on me, that 1 
6hall be obliged to instruct posterity of tlK- 
very conversation which we have just had.

The Town Site Claim. 

No light has latterly been thrown on the 
claim of the Huusun Bay Company 1° tl>« 
town-site. Every member of the Legislu- 
ture is perfectly mute on iho qiiestion. 
What cogent reaaons they may hove for 
such unaoconntablB torpidity, we cannot 
say. The government party and govern- 
mental press Imve admitted that the colony 
has a just claim to the proceeds of the 
sales.' The Reform party hnve done the 
same thing. AVho, then, is to Mame for not 
bringing the suhject more prominently un- 
'der notice'! Why has it been so (piietly 
shelved T Why is not an iiivusiigaiion 
urged? The whole tendency of Ob.slriic- 
tiv'e policy has been to ignore any inquiry 
into the question. The spasmodic motion 
of Mr. Gordon for information remains 
unanswered, so far as we -have heard. 
The ab.sence of the Executive in Brit- 
ish Columbia prevented an answer. Since 
which the question has not been moot- 
ed; and froih all we carl learn there is no 
disposition on the part of the Obstructives 
to distntb its repose. Why the Reformers 
have not pressed the question, is not e.vplain- 
ed. Whatever reasons either putty may 
have,for not urging an investigation, we have 
none. On the contrary, we have many for 
an inquiry. Not a shadow of doubt e.xisls 
but the law of the question is on the side of 
the colony and against the Company. " Tiie 
Governor and Adventurers of En-land trad 
ing into Hudson's Bay," have sold the town 
lots. The only title to sell was grounded on 
their Grant of Vancouver Island. That 
authorizes them to take only one-tenth 
of the receipts for their agency in mak- 
ing the sales; but instead of ono tenth

to some body else, and that someboily 
else IS the Colony of Vancouver Ishunl. 
The assertion that the town site was .sold 
:iothe Fur Trade Branch oi the Company 
is not worth a straw. Every one who has 
purchased a lot directly of tlu; Company 
purchased it and obtained a title from the 
" Governor and Adventurers." The Fur 
Trade Branch is not even mentioned. Were 
the Fur Trade Branch (so called) the pro- 
prietors, why, we ask, do they not make the 
titles? ■ The answer is clear. No title has 
been vested in them. The original title 
existed, or where not sold exists now, in the 
"Governor and Adventurers." Tu them 
then we look to disgorge the iiine-teiilhs 
of the sales. 

Had the Fur Trade Branch obtained u 
title from the "Governor and Adventurers' 
and then conveyed it back, we could un- 
derstand how the latter could keep the pro- 
ceeds But even then it would have to be 
shown that the For Trade Branch was an 
entirely indeper.dent body— independent ol 
the original cotnpany. For if the Fiu Trade 
Brancii is, as it is, only the company's s.-ll 
in a local form, the company in alienating 
the land, on which the town is built, to the 
Fur Trade branch would be simply convey- 
ing it to itself. In that case any number of 
like conveyances would not alter the nature 
of title. The original title would still bo 
vested in »he" Governor and Adventurers." 
But the Fur Trade Branch has made no 
titles. It does not claim to make titles; 
showing concliififvely that whatever idivi- 
dendthe Fur Trade Branch expeoln, the 
title is and has been solely vested in the 
"Governor and Adventurers as conveyeil in 
them by the Crown Grant, 

Such being tiie Irno statu of the case ii 
is not dillicnlt to coinputu the immense 
debt ilni! to the colony aceiiiin;^ lioni the 
nine-tenths of ihe |)toceeds of lown-sile 
sales withheM. Nor is it dillicnlt lo seu 
why the lliiilKon Bay Company are inclined 
to e.vert all iheir inlluenoe tO control the 

local govi>riitnt;ni. They have too. large an 
amount at slake to permit an Inv^Sligallon. 
The chances faro all on their side, if the 
settlement if the question {• referred to 
Downing atreet. An wydrK ilttlament 
there ii vegr likely to answer its end ; and 
the oolony may whistle for its jutt dues. 
What therefore we would nrge— as we have 
OVQf and ovor again till the governmiinl 
party acknowledged its linlh --is lilt! jiiN- 
tibe of out claim , and the wrong dune the 
Aplony if our Asiembly will not inquire 



into that claim. If no investigation will be 
made here, let a statement go to Downing 
.sireet to enlighten the Colonial Office, and 
insist on UiB indebtedness being paid over 
to our treasury. Wo certainly expect 
some immediate steps to be taken. If a 
majority of the House refuse, then let the 
minority send a memorial to England. If 
neither majority nor minority provoke an 
inquiry, or profler a statement of the case lo 
the Imperial authorities, let their negli- 
gence be treated as it deserves. Then the 
only resource to get our own, will bo for the 
people to act in their primary capacity, and 
furnish the Home Government with the 
real slate of the question. It is a mere 
waste uf time to delay aclioD; BPd the 
sDoner steps are adopted to further the ob- 
ject, whilst the settlement of the Hudson 
Bay Company's affairs are pending, the 
more likely ate we to recover our due. 
Only let the seals . be fixed to the settle- 
ment, and WB tnaybid farewell to a lawful 
claim, and have ample time to regret our 
neglect when the weight of general and 
special taxes tall periodically upon the 
country. ^^iMn^ii^i 

A Whiskv Vendor KiLtBD iiY IkblAMs. 
—Our readers may remember that about 
three weeks ago we chronicled the arrest of 
a man named Samuel Howard, and his 
squiiw Lucyion a charge of selling whisky 
to Indians. Howard was bound over to 
be of good behavior, and Lucy was fined 
£10. The bonds were furnished and the fine 
paid, and the two set at liberty. Nothing 
profiting by bis arrest, Howard, about a 
week after, filled a small canoe with 300 
gallons of alcohol, cleared it as campheno, 
and started for the coast, retailing it to such 
of the savages who desired it. Not being 
able lo dispose of his entire stock on this 
side, he ciosaed over lo the American terri- 
tory, and while engaged in selling his vile 
siulftoaome Indians near Seabeo, got into 
a difliculiy with Ihcm, and was killed, and 
his squaw made prisoner. His death is 
generally looked upon on the other side as 
a piece of retributive justice, and is not r«- 
gretled. No attempt, we learn, will be 
made by the American authuiities to arrest 
ihe Indians who killed him. His tragical 
end should prove a warning to others en- 
gaged in t he same tiade .

A riendlnrcanate -A Druse Chief. 

Tho Chief of the Druses in the Syrian in- 
surrection 13 named Kaiigc, and rivals tho 
infamously renowned Nemv Sahib in hisbar- 
bnritiei; A'fboily of his ■wretches while on 
tho march from their district to tho seige of 
Zahlch, Htonped at tho village of Keiiaku, 
near Damascus, for refreshment. On learn- 
ing that about onn hundred Christian refu- 
gees had sought tho protection of tho Shioks 
of the village, Knngc demanded them to be 
brought forth, and the Moslem Shiok, tremb- 
ling for his own life, albwed them to to take 
fifty of tho fighting meii. out in front of tho 
place, and there, in sight of their wives tind 
children, saw their heads cut off, and their 
bodies mutilated. This blood-thirsty Kaugo 
theii procoisdcd on his way. Ho is also re- 
ported to have plnnn ed tho massacre of llas- 
beiyn. However this may bo, ho w.is killed 
in tho attack upon Zahlch, and his troops 
wore completely routed. He also conducted 
the attack upim Ua.shoya. A letter to tho 
Greek Patriarch at Damascus siiys: 

When the Druses began the attack, they 
requested us to deliver our arras to them, 
which we did. After taking possession of 
them, they said, we do not wi.sh for your 
arms, but'wo want you lo leave the lowii, 
and go to Damascus, to which we replied, 
'Just as you like.' They said we must get 
leady to leave on Tuesday. We said, 
• very "well but suspecting them we sent 
our women to the houses of their Sheiks 
with handkerchiefs nround their necks, (a 
mark of humiliation and surrender.) And 
so also, we woiil with our priesls and lead- 
ing men, having haadkerchiefs on our necks 
and going round lo the houses of all the 
Sheiks, we said to Ihem, ' our blood, our 
properly and our lamilies are all at your 
disposal ; and behold, our priests and lead- 
ing men, kill of us whomsoever you choose ; 
and if you w'ish our children, we are ready 
lo offer them lo you.' Then thay gave us 
peace and proclaimed the same ; but alas, 
lhat peace did not continue for more than a 
quarter of an hour, when they began to 
burn the town and fire upon ua in the ba- 
"iiiriing ol Ihe nitilu, 

Il was a dreadful hour. They killed Ihe 
men out the children to pieces, throwing 
ihern into the fire, violated the women and 
plundered the property. If any men reached 
you these are all that remain. Ihey took 
the arms of the murdered. We who are still 
alive are at the seraglio without food, bav- 
in" no homes, as the town has been burned 
tolishes, and the Druses come every day to 
the soldiers and demand the remainder of 
the women and children to butcher I iern_ 
If we <lo not die of hunger, we may die ol 
fear if they allow lis to live until Thursday. 
The' soldiers cannot protect us, as there are 

not manv ,,,,c,--i^, >iit;.u ic- 

main, one of whom is blind. As tor the 
men, none lemain but those who may reach 
you.' The woroeo and children look up to 
Heaven and say, Oh! God, relieve us ! Oh, 
God, hiivti nierey U[)oti us! 

These .■(tiiteinerils rehile less than whiit 
actually occnrreil, as we are unable to ex- 
press all. All this took place in tho pre- 
sence of the Governor, and the Colonel and 
Turkish otiicers, who saw your children 
lliruwn into llie fire :iiid buriil. We pray 
you, we pray you, we pray you, to redeem 
ii.-i, to savi! us, and have mercy upon US.

Editoh UiUTisii Colonist: — The history 
of this cii.se for the wuek preceding'-deBlh 
was such that iloiibts might be entertained 
as to the proximate cause (if tleceiisi ug. On 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday morn- 
ings, on rising from bed, he complained to 
his associates of being unwell; still he left 
his lodgings about ten in the morning, and 
did not return until about this time on each 
successive night. On Wednesday, llie ihiy 
of his death, respiration waa heavy and la- 
bored, so much so, as to arrest the attention 
and excite the alarm of his landlady. Uoiiig 
in iui adjoining room about five o'clock in 
the evLiiMig, .fhc suddenly' 'observed him 
ceasing to'nuikii tho.se labored efforts to 
calch lu-eath which alarmed her fears during 
the former part of the day, and upon going 
to his room found hmi in ii sitting posture, 
his head reclining upon a bed ami one hand 
dropped against the ground. He had ceased 
to bo. The coroner ordered Dr. William 
Wallace, R. X., tu make a post inortem ex- 
amination of the heart, in the pericardium 
of which was found a large quantity of 
serum. The heart was as large as that of 
an ox— in fact, an incredible size. The left 
and right ventricles intengely hypertrophiod, 
and more or less fally deposit over the 
whole surface of it. In the a-orla, or large 
artery al the niiildle of the root of the heart, 
was i'ouud a piece of tihrous matter aliout as 
^ thi^ik as the liUle finger and two and one- 
half inches long; and within the left ven- 
tricle, two pieces of adipose matter, each 
nearly half the size of a hen's egg. Here, 
also, was a large aneurismal sack, which 
burst into the ojorta, causing death. The 
chambers of the heart were 111 led with 
coagulated blood. All llie valve.s were 
thickened by an atheromatous deposit ; one 
of the tricuslied valves was perforated by a 
small hole, through which a goose i|uill 
might be passed. Altogether it presen'.ed 
the most extraordinardy morbid appear- 
ance on recorti ; and how a man could live 
80 long exempt Irum iriore urgent symptoms 
of distress and sufl'eriug than characterized 
his last days, is : more thon I can well de- 
termine.
